H E sandy bottom of a ionely, dry 
river bod shimmered and steamed 
under the terrific heat of a glaring 
North African sun. 
Yellowish clay 
walls rose to precipitous heights on both sides. 
Slowly, cautiously, a group of white men 
and burly Arabs wended its way through the 
burning “ hell hole.” Armed with forked sticks, 
the men carefully examined the walls as they 
plodded through the thick sand. 
Suddenly, one of the Arabs shouted “ hanesch 
kebir"— big snake— and rushed ahead of the 
main party. The others followed quickly and 


m w him pursuing a huge cobra. 
Beautiful to behold, its reddish-brown body 
glimmering in the sun, the big reptile, deadly 
to man and beast alike, tried to escape full 
steam ahead. 
Finally the Arab reachfc the 
animal and pinned it down with his “ snake 
stick.” 
But the great speed of the snake caused him 
to hit the posterior part of its body. not. as in­ 
tended, the neck. The cobra, highly irri­ 
tated. turned around, the fore part of its 
body erected, the hood spreading.

T T E returned to the United States with several 


fine specimens 
and 
new scientific 
data 
about the dangerous reptiles, which once were 
worshiped in the religion of old Egyptians. 
And, too, he came, away convinced that a 
snake charmer is not supernatural, nor does he 
possess a “ charmed life” or any other attribute 
that renders him immune to the poison of deadly 
reptiles. 
H e simply has a knowledge of the 
snake's psychology. 
“ Since they seem to be quite congenial with 
these 
strange 
and 
mysterious 
reptiles," 
Dr. 
Mosauer says, “ snake charmers take on a cer­ 
tain air of mystery in the minds ot their ob­ 
servers, or else they are looked upon as cheating 
the public by the simple device of extracting 


the fangs." 
In most cases, however, the fangs are not 
extracted, 
Dr. 
Mosauer 
convinced 
himself 
among the African snake charmers. 
But there 
is certainly no such thing as “ snake charming," 


he adds. 
“ The whole art of the snake charmer is 
rather a science based upon an exact knowledge 
of snake psychology,’ 
he says, 
" 1 he snake 
charmer knows when the snake is gentle. 
And 
he knows when the reptile is apt to strike. 
“ H e is aware that he must handle the snake 
with very slow, cautious movements, since hasty, 
nervous grips frighten and anger the reptile." 


M 


U S IC , often an important part in the ritual 


of snake charmers, has no effect whatso­ 
ever on the reptile and does not make him 
“ dance." Snakes are stone deal, Dr. Mosauei 


explains. 
“ They have no tympanic membrane and then 
inner acoustic apparatus is quite poorly devel­ 
oped," the professor says. 
“ In a great numbei 
of experiments no convincing evidence for the 
hearing of snakes has been brought forth. 
“ The 'dancing' of a cobra is a peculiai 
swaying motion of the head and erected fcrc 
part of the body. 
Careful observation reveal? 
that this motion depends upon movements of the 
snake charmer; it represents the attempt of the 


snake to follow every action of the apparent 
opponent in order to be prepared for an attack 
or sudden blow. 
“ Thus the snake charmer may wave his hand 
back and forth in the rhythm of the music; he 
may, squatting, sway his body, or he may move 
his flute back and forth while playing. 
In all 
cases, the movement will attract the reptile’s 
attention and keep it ‘dancing.’ " 
W hen Dr. Mosauer arrived in A f ­ 
rica for his investigation and disem­ 
barked at I unis, he immediately pro­ 
ceeded to the house of a friend, the 
chief of all the snake charmers there. 
" I knocked with the great copper 
knocker, fashioned like the body of a 
snake, at the door of the snake charm­ 
er’s home," Dr. Mosauer says. " I he door was 
opened and I stepped into the dim interior. 
“ W hat a welcome I received. 
Hie children 
and the grandchildren crowded around me with 
cries of joy. A t last, when all the glad hand­ 
shakings were over, the snake charmer— Sidi 
Mohammed was his name— fetched a number 
of large leather 
bags 
from the house 
and 
displayed his fine collection of live snakes. 


4M T 1 H E RE were large specimens of the Egyp- 
* tian cobra, the species principally used by 
African charmers. 
I his snake is a member of 
the family of hooded snakes, to which the spec­ 
tacled cobra, the mighty King cobra in Asia, 
and the spitting cobra in Africa also belong. 
“ They have in common the peculiar habit of 
rearing the fore part of the body when irri­ 
tated," Dr. Mosauer explains, “ at the same 
time spreading the neck to a ‘hood.’ 
Thu 
spreading is accomplished by elongated ribs in 
the neck region which can be pulled forward 
and outward by muscles, unfolding the loose 
skin of the neck. 
“ The Egyptian cobra is interesting m a his-

44rP H E Arabs seemed to possess a sixth 


*- sense, telling them whether there was a 
snake in the hole or not. 
In fact, it is their 
keen eyesight which detects the almost invisible 
track leit by the snake gliding over the entrance 
of the burrow. 


“ Thus they quickly recognized among the 
hundreds of holes examined the one in which a 
cobra was spending the day. 
Slowly they re­ 
moved layer after layer of clay, until suddenly 
the head of a big, black cobra appeared in the 
opening. 
“ Its progress was checked by Mohammed's 
stick, pinning it to the ground— a minute later 
the charmer held the dangerous reptile with a 
firm grip on the neck and stowed it safely away 
in a big sack. 
Three snakes were caught in 
this manner." 
The University of California professor wit­ 
nessed a unique performance of 
‘snake danc­ 
ing” in Africa, in which 
the 
man 
danced, 
not 
the snakes. 
It was in 
the holy city of the M o­ 
hammedans, 
KLairwan, 
the town of a hundred 
glistening white temple 
cupolas and minarets. 
There, in the shade 
of a temple wail. Dr. 
Mosauer and ha party 
came upon a lean, tall 
Bedouin d i s p l a y i n g 
some cobras.

“ Our new friend placed 
six mighty cobras, which 
he had pulled from the 
usual leather bags, on 
a small stage.

1 had examined the 
snakes before the performance began and had 
found them to be in possession of then fangs. 
“How could he evade the flashing strikes de­ 
livered by the deadly cobras? 
This is, 1 be­ 
lieve, the explanation: Snakes are not only irri­ 
table, but actually 'nervous.* 


“ A sudden blow toward a snake causes it to 
pull back with a hasty jerk— it never counter­ 
acts an attack with a simultaneous strike. 
This 
permits one to place the snake no tire dctensive. 
I have seen snake charmers crowd a cobra 
back until the erected fore part of its body was 
strongly recurved; the snake finally tost its bal­ 
ance, and, so to say, fell on its back. 
“ ihus the Arab in this formidable 'snake 
dance' caused the snakes to jerk back wbeo he 
kicked against them, and before they had re­ 
gained their balance and fighting courage, his 
foot was out of danger. 
Yet who would want 
to emulate him? 


“ Most snakes flee when disturbed." says Dr. 
Mosauer. 
“ Only the Indian King cobra and 
the African mamba are said to be aggressive 
and to pursue a human opponent.’* 


I 
N wild strikes it attempted to reach the 


enemy with its deadly fangs. 
An em­ 
barrassing situation for the poor Arab. 
If he 
lifted the stick to pin the snake down at the 
neck, the mad reptile would take the offensive, 
and cobras strike in a split second. 
If he left the stick where it was, he would 
have to stand there until one of them, he or 
snake, died of starvation— and snakes can stand 
fasting for many months. 
Quickly, and exposing himself to great dan­ 
ger, one of the white members of the party 
solved the dilemma. H e crept cautiously toward 
the snake and then got a firm hold on its neck 
with his stick. 
The hero of the occasion was Dr. W alter 
Mosauer, professor of zoology at the 
University of California at Los A n ­ 
geles. 
The reptile was a splendid 
specimen. 
N ow it adorns his pre­ 
served collection. 
W id ely noted for his study of poi­ 
sonous snakes. Dr. Mosauer recently 
returned from the Sahara Desert, m 
Northern Africa, where he was sent 
by the Medical School of Vienna. 
W hile there. Professor Mosauer 
had several thrilling experiences with 
deadly cobras, saw several weird types ol snake 
dances, and witnessed the amazing perform­ 
ances of several “ snake charmers."
